Stamped  with  a  cabin,  water  pump  and  two  ears  of  corn,  the  Homestead 
quarter  will  be  the  first  released  next  year  in  the  ongoing  “America  the  Beau¬ 
tiful"  quarter  series. 

The  Homestead  Act  of  1862,  which  distributed  more  than  270  million  acres 
in  160-acre  increments,  is  a  worthy  selection  for  the  National  Park  quarter 
series,  according  to  Park  Superintendent  Mark  Engler. 

“\  think  that  it's  going  to  be  beautiful  and  I  can't  wait  for  the  Homestead  to 
be  in  people's  pockets  throughout  the  United  States,"  Engler  said.  "I  think 
that  this  is  not  only  a  very  positive  thing  for  the  Homestead,  but  also  a  posi¬ 
tive  thing  for  Beatrice  and  this  whole  end  of  our  state.  I  think  that  it's  a  great 
source  of  community  pride." 


Newly-struck  2015  Homestead  National  Monument  of  America  quar¬ 
ters  from  the  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Program  await  packag¬ 
ing  in  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia  Now  17. 
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The  Homestead  Act  was  in  effect  for  123  years,  during  which  four  million 
claims  were  made  spanning  30  states. 

In  August,  the  chosen  of  12  potential  Homestead  quarter  designs  was  made 
official  after  being  examined  by  a  selection  committee,  the  Commission  of 
Fine  Arts  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  final  approval. 

Artistic  Infusion  Program  (AIP)  master  designer  Ron  Sanders,  of  Florida,  cre¬ 
ated  the  selected  design. 

Sanders  was  one  of  two  designers  for  the  U.S.  Mint  who  visited  the  Home¬ 
stead  last  year  to  draw  inspiration  for  his  quarter  design. 

Michael  Smith  with  the  U.S.  Mint  said  approximately  300  million  Homestead 
Quarters  will  be  minted. 

That's  300  million  pocket-sized  advertisements  Gage  County  Tourism  Direc¬ 
tor  Angie  Bruna  hopes  will  draw  additional  tourists  to  the  area. 

"It  is  very  exciting  to  be  chosen  as  one  of  only  56  sites  in  the  series,"  she 
said.  "We're  hoping  people  who  see  that  research  the  Homestead  and  may¬ 
be  even  come  visit  us. 

"Being  one  of  only  five  National  Park  sites  in  state,  we're  very  lucky.  To  have 
that  in  our  County  brings  in  numerous  extra  visitors  we  wouldn't  see  other¬ 
wise.  Those  people  spending  their  outside  dollars  in  our  stores  and  gas  sta¬ 
tions  are  so  vital  to  local  economy." 

Engler  said  a  public  event  celebrating  the  quarter's  release  will  be  held  in 
February.

With  one  stroke 
of  the  pen  on 
March  19,  1936, 
President  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  cre¬ 
ated  a  new  na¬ 
tional  park  on  the 
site  of  the  Daniel 
Freeman  home¬ 
stead.  The  follow¬ 
ing  words  were 
included  in  the 
legislation: 

"...lay  out  said 
land  in  a  suitable 
and  enduring 

manner  so  that  the  same  may  be  maintained  as  an  appropri¬ 
ate  monument  to  retain  for  posterity  a  proper  memorial  em¬ 
blematical  of  the  hardships  and  the  pioneer  life  through  which 
the  early  settlers  passed  in  the  settlement,  cultivation  and  civ¬ 
ilization  of  the  Great  West."

Extensive  work  went  on  be¬ 
hind  the  scenes  for  nearly  30 
years  to  see  that  this  site 
would  be  created.  As  early  as 
1909,  concerned  citizens  of 
Nebraska  had  urged  Congress 
to  create  a  national  park  site 
on  the  Freeman  property,  the 
location  of  one  of  the  very  first 
land  parcels  claimed  under  the 
Homestead  Act  on  January  1,

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1863.  However,  it  wasn't  until  1925  that  Senator  George  W. 
Norris,  a  powerful  congressional  leader  from  Nebraska,  joined 
the  fight  to  see  the  Freeman  land  preserved  as  a  national 
park. 

In  1934,  the  Homestead  National  Park  Association  was  formed 
by  several  prominent  Beatrice  citizens.  It  was  at  this  point 
that  the  movement  to  create  the  park  began  to  solidify.  Sena¬ 
tor  Norris  had  a  proposal  for  the  creation  of  the  national  park 
site  before  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  by  August, 

1935.  The  Homestead  National  Monument  Act  was  passed  on 
March  16,  1936,  becoming  Public  Law  480,  74th  Congress. 

The  newly-created  Homestead  National  Monument  of  America 
was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  Park  Service, 
an  agency  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  The  National 
Park  Service  continues  to  operate  and  administer  the  park  to¬ 
day  as  a  lasting  memorial  to  all  the  settlers  who  built  the 
American  West. 

In  1971,  additional  legislation  was  passed  to  add  the  Freeman 
School,  an  original  one-room  prairie  schoolhouse,  to  Home¬ 
stead  National  Monument  of  America.  The  Freeman  School 
provides  visitors  an  ex¬ 
cellent  opportunity  to 
see  what  it  was  like  to 
be  a  young  student  on 
the  Nebraska  prairie  a 
century  ago.

WASHINGTON  —  The  U.S.  Mint  released  the  final  design  for 
Nebraska's  new  quarter,  which  honor's  Homestead  National  Monu¬ 
ment. 


The  Treasury  secretary 
signed  off  on  a  civilian  advi¬ 
sory  committee’s  recom¬ 
mended  approach  -  a  wood 
cabin  and  water  pump, 
bracketed  by  ears  of  corn. 

It's  intended  to  represent 
“the  three  fundamentals  of 
survival  common  to  all 
homesteaders:  food,  shelter 
and  water. "  according  to  the 
Mint. 


Homestead  Superintendent  Mark  Engller  had  pushed  unsuccessful¬ 
ly  for  the  inclusion  of  the  "Free  Land"  on  the  coin. 

That  slogan  was  used  to  promote  the  transformative  policy  of  han¬ 
dling  out  160  acres  for  free  to  anyone  willing  to  give  the  blood, 
sweat  and  tears  required  to  work  the  land  and  expand  the  country 
westward. 

Engler  praised  the  final  design  as  effective  and  beautiful,  saying  he 
was  glad  “Free  Land"  was  at  least  part  of  the  discussion.  He  noted 
that  the  Homestead  Act's  history  stretched  over  123  years,  from

the  administration  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln  to  that  of  Ronald 
Reagan. 

"It's  a  law  that  was  really  unique  and  revolutionary  for  its  time  from 
the  standpoint  of  how  it  was  so  inviting  to  so  many  people  and 
how  it  really  changed  our  state,  our  nation  and  our  world  in  so 
many  ways,"  he  said,  “So  to  put  that  story  on  something  as  small 
as  a  quarter  is  really  challenging." 

The  Mint  is  issuing  five  quarters  per  year  in  the  series  titled  Ameri¬ 
ca  the  Beautiful.  Each  quarter  represents  a  national  park  in  a  dif¬ 
ferent  state  or  territory. 

Engler  said  he  hopes  the  coin  sparks  greater  interest  in  the  home¬ 
steading  story  and  in  the  monument  located  outside  Beatrice.  He's 
working  with  the  Mint  on  a  launch  party  for  early  next  year. 
[Editors  note:  The  NNA  has  contacted  Mr.  Engler  and  has  offered 
any  assistance  to  him  in  promoting  the  Launch  Party.  Mr.  Engler 
has  graciously  accepted  the  offer  and  looks  forward  to  working 
with  the  NNA] 

“We  re  very  honored  to  represent  the  state  of  Nebraska,"  Engler 
said.  “Knowing  that  45  percent  of  our  state  was  settled  through 
the  Homestead  Act,  I  think  it's  very  fitting  and  I  think  it's  an  hon- 
or. 

Engler  said  he  figures  he'll  pick  up  at  least  a  roll  for  himself  once 
the  quarters  are  available  for  purchase. 

The  release  date  has  been  set  for  February  10th,  2015.  See  page

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What  was  the  Homestead  Act? 


The  Homestead  Act  of  1862  has  been  called  one  of  the 
most  important  pieces  of  Legislation  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States.  Signed  into  law  in  1862  by  Abraham  Lincoln 
after  the  secession  of  southern  states,  this  Act  turned  over 
vast  amounts  of  the  public  domain  to  private  citizens.  270 
millions  acres  or  10%  of  the  area  of  the  United  States  was 
claimed  and  settled  under  this  act. 

A  homesteader  had  only  to  be  the  head  of  a  household  or 
at  least  21  years  of  age  to  claim  a  160  acre  parcel  of  land. 
Settlers  from  all  walks  of  life  including  newly  arrived  immi¬ 
grants,  farmers  without  land  of  their  own  from  the  East, 
single  women  and  former  slaves  came  to  meet  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  "proving  up"  and  keeping  this  "free  land".  Each 
homesteader  had  to  live  on  the  land,  build  a  home,  make 
improvements  and  farm  for  5  years  before  they  were  eligi¬ 
ble  to  "prove  up".  A  total  filing  fee  of  $18  was  the  only 
money  required,  but  sacrifice  and  hard  work  exacted  a  dif¬ 
ferent  price  from  the  hopeful  settlers. 

The  Filing  Process 

People  interested  in  Homesteading  first  had  to  file  their 
intentions  at  the  nearest  Land  Office.  A  brief  check  for  pre¬ 
vious  ownership  claims  was  made  for  the  plot  of  land  in 
question,  usually  described  by  its  survey  coordinates.  The 
prospective  homesteader  paid  a  filing  fee  of  $10  to  claim 
the  land  temporarily,  as  well  as  a  $2  commission  to  the 
land  agent.

With  application  and  receipt  in  hand,  the  homesteader 
then  returned  to  the  land  to  begin  the  process  of  building 
a  home  and  farming  the  land,  both  requirements  for 
"proving"  up  at  the  end  of  five  years.  When  all  require¬ 
ments  had  been  completed  and  the  homesteader  was 
ready  the  take  legal  possession,  the  homesteader  found 
two  neighbors  or  friends  willing  to  vouch  for  the  truth  of 
his  or  her  statements  about  the  land's  improvements  and 
sign  the  "proof"  document. 

After  successful  completion  of  this  final  form  and  payment 
of  a  $6  fee,  the  homesteader  received  the  patent  for  the 
land,  signed  with  the  name  of  the  current  President  of  the 
United  States.  This  paper  was  often  proudly  displayed  on  a 
cabin  wall  and  represented  the  culmination  of  hard  work 
and  determination. 

The  Homestead  Act  remained  in  effect  until  it  was  re¬ 
pealed  in  1976,  with  provisions  for  homesteading  in  Alaska 
until  1986.  Alaska  was  one  of  the  last  places  in  the  coun¬ 
try  where  homesteading  remained  a  viable  option  into  the 
latter  part  of  the  1900s.  The  Taylor  Grazing  Act  of  1934 
substantially  decreased  the  amount  of  land  available  to 
homesteaders  in  the  West.  Because  much  of  the  prime 
land  had  been  homesteaded  decades  earlier,  successful 
Homestead  claims  dropped  sharply  after  this  time. 

The  Homestead  Act  of  1862  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  revolutionary  concepts  for  distributing  public  land  in 
American  history.  Repercussions  of  this  monumental  piece 
of  legislation  can  be  detected  throughout  America  today, 
decades  after  the  cry  of  "Free  Land!"  has  faded  away. 

On  March  16,  1936  Congress  passed  Public  Law  480  of  the 
74th  Congress  created  a  new  unit  in  the  National  Park 
System  on  the  site  of  the  Daniel  Freeman  homestead.  On 
March  19,  1936,  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  signed

the  law  and  Homestead  National  Monument  of  America  "as 
an  appropriate  monument  to  retain  for  posterity  a  proper 
memorial  emblematical  of  the  hardships  and  the  pioneer 
life  through  which  the  early  settlers  passed  in  the  settle¬ 
ment,  cultivation  and  civilization  of  the  Great  West."

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The  First  Homesteader 


Daniel  Freeman 

Farmer,  Soldier,  Doctor,  Coroner, 
Sheriff, 

Homesteader  (First  Homestead  in 
the  United  States  of  America) 
1826-1908 
Beatrice,  Nebraska 


One  of  the  first  people  to  file  a 
claim  under  the  Homestead  Act  of 
1862  was  Daniel  Freeman.  The 
site  of  his  claim  is  now  the  site  of 
Homestead  National  Monument 
of  America.  This  site  commemo¬ 
rates  the  lives  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  all  pioneers  and  the 
changes  brought  about  by  the  Homestead  Act.  Legend  has  it  that 
Daniel  Freeman  filed  his  claim  10  minutes  after  midnight  at  the 
Land  Office  in  Brownville,  NE  on  January  1 ,  1863,  the  first  day 
the  Homestead  Act  went  into  effect.

Mr.  Freeman  came  from  Illinois  to  Nebraska  alone  and  began 
corresponding  with  Agnes  Suiter,  a  young  woman  from  LeClaire, 
Iowa.  Agnes  had  been  engaged  to  Daniel's  brother  James,  who 
died  in  the  Civil  War.  Daniel  proposed  marriage  through  the  mail, 
and  in  1865,  brought  his  new  bride  back  to  his  homestead  claim. 
There,  they  had  8  children  over  the  years.  As  the  children  grew, 
some  married  and  built  homes  on  the  old  homestead. 

During  the  tenure  of  the  Freeman  family,  a  variety  of  structures 
were  built  upon  the  land.  A  small  log  cabin  was  built  in  the  north 
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forty  of  the  claim,  as  well  as  traditional  farming  outbuildings. 
This  cabin  was  often  photographed  and  later  depicted  in  engrav¬ 
ings  as  the  First  Homestead  Cabin.  In  later  years,  the  family  was 
financially  secure  enough  to  build  a  two-story  brick  house  near 
the  woodland  edge  of  the  claim.  A  barn  and  other  outbuildings 
were  built  nearby.  Other  features  of  the  homestead  included  an 
Osage  Orange  hedgerow,  planted  and  pruned  to  keep  animals  out 
of  productive  fields.  Remains  of  this  hedgerow  stdl  exist  on  the 
land  today.  The  Freeman  family  and  tenant  farmers  planted  corn, 
wheat,  and  oats  and  orchards  of  apple  and  peach  trees. 

The  brick  house  burned  in  1916,  8  years  after  Daniel  Freeman's 
death  in  1908.  It  was  replaced  with  a  small  wood  frame  house 
near  that  site  for  Daniel  and  Agnes'  daughter  Agnes  Freeman 
Quackenbush.  A  similar  house  was  built  for  Agnes  next  to  the  old 
freight  road  near  the  center  of  the  claim.  She  often  cared  for 
grandchildren  there,  and  lived  in  the  home  nearly  until  her  death 
in  1931.  None  of  the  Freeman  homes  exist  on  the  site  today. 

One  structure  well  known  and  used  by  the  Freeman  family  was 
the  Freeman  School,  located  1/4  mile  west  of  the  homestead 
claim.  It  is  not  known  if  the  school  is  named  for  a  member  of  the 
Freeman  family  or  for  Thomas  Freeman,  a  local  brickmaker  and 
president  of  the  school  board.  Daniel  and  Agnes  were  both  active 
in  the  affairs  of  the  school,  and  Daniel  garnered  national  attention 
with  his  protest  against  bible-based  lessons  at  the  school.  The 
children  of  the  Freeman's  attended  the  school,  sometimes  sharing 
classroom  space  with  younger  nieces  and  nephews.  The  Freeman 
school  operated  as  a  place  of  learning  until  1967,  and  has  been 
restored  and  is  open  for  visits  today.

40  miles  south  on  Interstate  80,  a  major  east-west  artery  in  the  United 
States.  Four-lane  U.S.  77  connects  1-80  with  Beatrice,  Nebraska.  Be¬ 
atrice  is  also  approximately  70  miles  west  of  Interstate  29,  a  major 
north-south  artery  from  Kansas  City,  Missouri  through  Council  Bluffs, 
IA,  Sioux  City,  IA,  Sioux  Falls,  SD,  and  Grand  Forks,  ND  to  the  Cana¬ 
dian  border.  U.S.  136  connects  1-29  with  Beatrice,  Nebraska.  U.S.  136 
has  been  designated  as  Heritage  Highway,  a  Nebraska  Scenic  By¬ 
way.
